The second feature is a full page of 
illustrations, in a rt layout captioned

in 
the 
great Stat;- and National Y. M. C. A. 
The four aims of the Hi-Y are the 
development of I, Clean Scholarship; 
2, Clean Speech; 3, Clean Athletics; 4, 
Clean Thinking, 
Service Is Goal 
“ During this last year the leader 
of boys’ work in the college Y. M. C. 
A. believed that 
the Hi-Y 
Club of 
Gettysburg should make service th e 1 
great goal of its efforts. 
He believed 
that the four aims of th# Hi-Y, set 
forth above, were only means to an 
end; namely, to help others. 
There 
'a re lots of boys 
in the 
town 
who 
are not as fortunate in their oppor­ 
tunities as the boys in the Hi-Y. 
It 
was proposed to the boys that each 
one select some one boy in the town 
whom he would agree to help in every 
way that he could. 
The members of 
the club agreed to this and it has be­ 
come the dominating aim and pur­ 
p o s e of the club.

held in the ‘Y’ and 
tho 
members 
brought to this social as their guests 
those boys in the town whom they 
had selected to help. 
Then it became 
an individual m atter with each mem- 
ber to look after his boy. At the last 
meeting 
of 
the year each one will 
hand in a w ritten report of what he 
has accomplished. 
This work is con­ 
sidered the heart of the Hi-Y work 
this year, 
“The dub has done other t h i n g s 
also. 
It has in a modest way aided 
some families who were in need; it 
has aided in building up a sentiment 
against cheating and for clean speech 
in the high school; it has sought by 
example to develop habits of courtesy 
and to instill a feeling of good will 
among the 
students 
in 
the 
high 
school. The club has met every Mon­ 
day evening in the* *Y’ building at 
the college. 
It has held discussions 
and one in particular 
merits 
more 
than passing notice. 
The boys in a 
capable 
manner 
discussed, ‘W hat’s 
the Use of Going to H ig h School?’ 
They showed such an insight into the 
question and handled the whole meet­

Judge Donald P. McPherson took 
under advisement the granting of a 
new trial for Philip A. Hartman, self- 
confessed and convicted m urderer of 
Trooper F. I,. Haley, after arguments 
for and against the aw arding of an­ 
other jury trial were heard by him in 
court here late Monday afternoon. 
Judge 
McPherson 
took 
up 
the 
papers in the ease. refusing to say 
when his decision might be expected. 
It is believed, however, 
that 
little 
time will elapse before the court an- 
, flounces its decision. 
I 
The second attempt to save the eon- 
vie ted murderer from tho death pen­ 
alty, which 
automatically 
followed 
the ju ry ’* verdict, was made by H art­ 
man's counsel, 
George 
J. 
Benner, 
who, in the course of his pleading for 
a new trial for his client, called the 
(court’s attention to the Guerin bill, 
recently approved by Governor Pin- 
ehot. 
The Guerin measure, 
which 
pro- 
i rides that the jury upon convictions 
in first degree murder trials name 
either the death penalty or life im­ 
prisonment as the sentence, was in­ 
troduced by Mr. Benner, with the in­ 
ference that Hartman be granted a 
new trial, so that he might have the 
r huTTPttr of this recent Iv-a pp roved law . 
Mak es Strong Plea 
Attorney Benner, who spoke half 
an hour, made a strong plea on be­ 
half of bis client. 
Declaring 
that 
there was no element of “malicious 
intent" in the shooting of Trooper 
Haley 
by 
Hartman, 
the 
attorney 
pointed 
out 
that 
the testim ony of 
George Johnson, golf professional at 
Greenenburg Inn, who overheard the 
fugitive 
Abbottstown 
Bank 
robber 
say, “Take th at,’’ as he fired at Haley, 
was givi n w’ith vindictiveness in the 
intonations of his voice. 
“Johnson’s 
manner 
on the stand 
was noticeable to everyone." Attorney 
Beaner continued 
"He was nervous 
and twitchy; w hither it was because 
of impatience, nervousness or some 
other cause, the court should have 
commented upon it in its charge to 
the jury." 
Mr. Benner expressed 
the 
l>elief 
that 
H artm an’s 
alleged 
confession 
taken by Reading police was “secured 
tinder duress, that it was not a vol­ 
untary statem ent and that the court 
lulled in allowing it to be introduced 
as evidence." 
The veteran lawyer said in all his 
practice he “never has seen such a 
| confession, which went back several 
week* ami even months and told of 
other crimes than the one with which 
my client is specifically charged.” 
The principle that “no man shall 
be convicted by his own assertions" 
was alluded to by Mr. Benner as one 
j that should have been stressed in be* 
1 half of his client. 
\ttacks Confession 
Again referring to the confess ion 
ural tho alleged free manner in which 
it was taken by the Reading police, 
Mr. Bennel' drew a masterful word 
picture of Hartman, young, friend­ 
less and without advisers, entering 
the Reading police station, being sui - 
I rounded by strong, capable officers, 
“paid to produce the criminal every 
time a crime is committed." and ask- 
I ed to make a confession. 
“I cannot make myself believe that 
t hose burly officials, trained in the 
methods of the third 
degree, 
had 
Hartman in their 
power 
for 
four 
hours, ami that they only interrupted 
him once in the taking ot his confes­ 
sion, as they have testified." 
Attorney Bonner began his argu­ 
ment for a new trial at I o’clock, aiel 
concluded at 1:30. 
J. Donald Swope, 
‘who assisted Prosecutor Butt in the 
j trial of the murder case, spoke less 
than five minutes, in asking that the 
verdict stand as found by the jury Ut 
I the January term of court. 
Attorney Swope briefly outlined the 
case, und told of the voluntary mutt- 
uei in which Hartman had entered 
the Reading police station, to throw 
: suspicion off himself as the owner 
and driver of the ear in which the 
man rode who shot 
Troo par 
Ha Ivy. 
The prosecutor recalled how Hartman 
I had told several stories to the Read­ 
ing officials, and that when several 
discrepancies in the confessions were 
I uncov red.
